C. B. Young sworn — I am an agent and 
roBide at Victoria ; I waited on Mo-srs 
VVelsseDburger & Sohloesser, at tlieir ollioe, 
, on Goverameal t^treot, somo time in tho latter 
" end of February or be;;iiining of Match, '6.5 ; 
I stated that I had been requested by Mrs 
Miles lo see thorn respecting Slonel'iigli, us 
Ihey were her agents; they were both in the 
back ofTlce, and requested ino to U'^e my best 
cndoavnrfi to elTecc a frulu, and tliey wonki 
divide ccmudssions with rae ; I hud suver.il 
other inierviens with them about the smnc 
matter, rouning over a range oc three weeks ; 
.they, towards the last interview, deplored 
tfaat'-'tbey would lose their commission ; in 
fact, it was a year after, that I Icnew they had 
received it ; they told me they would make 
it up to themselves by charging Mrs Miles a 
commission on leaseholds ; I inferred from 
my last interview that they hud lost their 
commission ; it was never referred to after- 
wards ; near the time ol addressinj; the 
letter produced was tho first lime, and I re- 
ceived an answer ; I suggealed lo the defen- 
dants what I thought would bo tho best 
means of tlTacling ihe sale ; 1 had soveial in- 
terviews with tha Governor in respect to tho 
eaie of Slooeleigb property^ 1 sent for Mr 
. JTjBCksdn, the Attorney fur both, and offered 
to refer the matter ; I have oot received any 
commission. 

Cross examined by Mr MeUreight — I don't 
recoH.iot their saying tho Governor would 
not buy; they may have shown me a letter 
from Mr Wukeford; I recollect Ihoir telling 
roe the negotiulions wore broken clT with 
them; I think it must havo been in the mid- 
dle ol March; Ihey induced me lo believe 
tbey bad lost tbeir commirsion and would 
fDskeit upiby charging a comirission on the 
valae of the properly, they were about to 
Jeasefor her; I oun't say how long after it 
was: I took no inventory of the dates; I will 
ewear that they voluntarily promised to di- 
vide commissions; the words were not "if 
you persuade the Governor lo buy through us 
wewill share comrnissinns;" the words wero 
''use your ulmnst eiideavora lo effect a sale 
and we will. divide ciirnmissiDns;" ll was not 
even a htipuliilion thai ihu House was to be 
bought through them; I had several couveisa- 
tion8--ftrith the Governor about it; he had a 
disinclioalion to deal with Messrs W. & S. 
(Letter produced.) I may have been abown 
this letter; I dined frequently with them; I 
reinembor disiinclly, that it was «t thn first 
interview I had with tham at thoir ollieo, 
after I had Been Mrs Miles, that tho propdsi- 
tioD was made; my impression is, they wore 
bolh logGtlier In the buck office; I should 
believe that a commission agent would natu- 
rally be anxious to effect a sale in hia own 
name. 

By a Juror — The first time I saw them, I 
was insiruoted to do so by Mrs Miles. 

Elizabeth Miles sworn— Examined by the 
Attorney General — I am a lady of indepen- 
dent property, residing in Victoria; in Septem- 
ber, 1804, I owned Stoneleigb, now known 
as Government House; 1 kno.v .Messrs \V. k 
S. About the end of April or beginning ol 
May, 1 sold the properly per-^onally lo thu 
Governor; previously, i had employed .MfiSf-rs 
W & tS, I hey drew up the plans, etc., but I 
don't know whether they addressed any let- 
ters to thotOoloDlal Secretary or the (Gover- 
nor; they are the general agents for my pro- 
perty; I paid I hem some money after tho 
sale of Stoiieleigh; it was S'JDO; they did not 
apply for ii; Ihe pntehase money was soino- 
thing ovt'.i 618,000 ; I intended ihe money as 
a remuneration for their trouble; they told 
jne they hud no rii;ht to cDminiHsion; I 
thODght they wero entitled to soiiieih ng an 
Ihey^iad pruvioufly taken some trouble; I 
sappose the amount was so iiuich per cent; 
it was passed in uiy genera! .".ce.ouiit with 
them last year, about midsummer, I liiink. 

Cross examined by Mr MoCreight— I saw 
Mr Yoang; ho came volootarilj; two or 
throe weeks elap-ed between tho breaking 
olT and the aubiieijuont ratification; the nego- 
tiations wero oompletoly brokoi; off; Mr 
WeiHsenburgcr showed mo a letter in wlileh 
the Governor declini.'d having aiiytliiii,'^ more 
lo do with it; tl;e ne,','oliations were n iieweil 
by my meeting Mrs Kennedy, when tho nale 
ol Carey Castle was the subject of conversa- 
tion; 1 had two interviews with Mrs Ken- 
nedy; 1 did not see Mr Young then or at all 
alter tha hegotktions vrere broken off; I 
Baw no one but Mra Kenecdy and the Gov- 
ernor then, until the final arrangement wna 
mude with ihe (iovernor; Messrs *V. & S. 
wero not consulted or any body else; I sold 
at a less jirice than had been jtrevioiiily 
asked; .MessrH \V. >V S. liail work lo ilo altor- 
wards in clearing the property of cncum'- 
brancos, drawing di.'edn, .'.-e. 'I'hc purchase 
money was paid through Mr Dn.ko. 

Ro examined by ilr Wood— 1 lived in Mr 
David',1 house somo months subsequently to 
pasHiiig thoir account in June; tha negotia- 
tion 1 referred to as having been oonolodad 
by me with tho Governor was simply yes or 
no, and iho amount was not the same 
as 'was asked by Messrs W. k S. Mr Drake 
WHS my laivyei; Messrs W. S. were my 
agents; I don't reineniber v/heilier tliey 
charged a cnnvoyaiieiog iieeouii!; they ili2- 
duclod the S'JUO in llieir aecmut m comniii). 
eioD, but they did not demand ii; they thought 
they had do right to charge it; I ollered Mr 
W. a cheque and ho said it might bo du" 
ducted in tho general account.

Agent in Victoria ; 1 have bad tiansaotious 
with Messrs VV. and S.; ia eSeotin^ sales tho 
usual charge is five per oent.; if anybod;
